1. AFTER ALL, WHAT GOOD IS 
THE U.N? 

This question probably is asked more 
often than any other. It is not easily 
answered and the real answer does 
not lie merely in listing the accom- 
plishments of the UN. Nations, like 
people, cari learn to work together only 
as they do work together. The UN 
gives nations the opportunity to work 
together for the good of all—an op- 
portunity to understand common prob- 
lems—to resolve differences. It has 
set up the procedures by which nations 
can work together—it provides the tools 
for cooperating—for settling disputes 
by peaceful means. Ita success should 
be determined by the extent of co- 
operation that is revealed between na- 
tions. It is essential that citizens 
understand clearly—-so they can inter- 
pret to others—the concept of inter- 
national cooperation that lies at the 
heart of world organiztion. If this 
is understood, then the answer lies 
at the heart of world organization. If 
this is understood, then the answers to 
the other questions have meaning.
